At Mothers,® we're always thinking of ways to make the world 
a better place for cars. And while some ideas may never make 
it onto the shelves, rest assured, we'll never stop innovating. 
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^ Motor Trend magazine held an 
all-American top speed contest 
in its July 1973 issue but opted 
to not invite the Corvette. “What 
would that have proved?” asked MT writer 
Jim Brokaw in a follow-up story in the Sep- 
tember issue. “We could have just declared 
the Corvette the winner and saved ourselves a 
trip out to Ontario [Motor Speedway].” 

No, the staff had bigger plans for the Vette 
in the form of a worthy opponent: the Ital- 
ian/American hybrid that was the Pantera. 
“Like Mario Andretti, it’s Italian born, but thor- 
oughly naturalized,” reasoned Brokaw. “Its 
creator, Alejandro deTomaso, was bought out 
by Ford. The combined companies of deTo- 
maso, Ghia (the actual stylists) and Vignale, 
the body constructors, are now part of the 
Ford international family, so it has legitimate 
Detroit credentials.” 

The example MT brought to CMS was typ- 
ical of the breed: canary yellow, with a 266hp 
351 Ford V-8 mounted midships and backed 
by a ZF five-speed transaxle with a 4.22:1 
final drive ratio. It rolled on H60V15 Good- 
year Arrivas. 

The Pantera didn’t stand a chance. When 
Chevrolet brass got wind of the magazine’s 
story, Zora Arkus-Duntov himself headed 
west “to watch the test,” said Chevy p.r. 

Right. The car Chevy brought to run against 
the Pantera was a ’73 model with a 275- 
horse 454, three-speed automatic, 3.08 rear- 
end, and GR70-15 Firestone radials. But 
Duntov also brought a ringer, a ’74 mule 
dressed in a ’73 body and fitted with a new 
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Gymkhana suspension package and shod 
with Firestone 6.20/1 1.30-15 Sports Racing 
tires, “which will be available as on option in 

’74,” said Brokaw. 

With the magazine editors driving, the 
Pantera did beat the 73 Vette. despite the 
Chevy’s power and gearing advantage. Even 
while experiencing some engine hiccups, the 
Pantera logged a 1 29.68-mph top speed 
around CMS, compared to the Vette’s 
126.76. 

Then Zora asked for a turn behind 
the wheel. On his first lap he bettered 
the journos, and after a few more laps 
hit a top end of 129.87, edging out 
the Pantera. 

Once the mule car hit the track, there 
was no comparison. “Easily 10 mph 
quicker than the ’73, Mr. Duntov’s new 
suspension works like a sandbagger waist 
deep in water with his foot stuck in the dyke,” 
said Brokaw. “The combination of the stiffer 
spring rates and roll rate, along with those 
super Firestone Sports Racing tires, allowed 
135-136 mph without trying. Utterly fantastic 
when you realize both Corvettes had identical 
powertrains.” 

Again, it took Duntov to up the ante, hitting 
over 1 40 in the mule car. “This stood as the 
high watermark until [Editor Eric] Dahlquist 
got the idea of trying to see how fast he 
could catch up to Zora in the turns,” wrote 
Brokaw, “at which point he hung things out a 
bit further and began full throttle drifts right up 
to the straight away walls. Pop! 1 41 .06 mph. 
Afterwards, all Eric’s laps were over 141 .” vette

HOW TO DE-VEIN OR REBUILD YOUR GM SMOG PUMP 





(Editor^s Note: Please check your local 
DMV/Smog regulations as de-velnlng the 
smog pump may be an Illegal modification for 
a street registered and driven vehicle.) 

This month we are going to roii up 
our sieeves and get right to work. We 
are going to start off by de-veining or 
rebuiiding a smog pump. 

DE-VEINING OR REBUILDING 
A SMOG PUMP 

When you de-vein a smog pump, the pump 
wiii spin freeiy but not pump. The reason some 
peopie chose to de-vein their smog pumps is 
that over time the smog pump can faii inter- 
naiiy and make noise. Or, more specificaiiy, the 


diverter vaive can faii and cause a backfire on 
deceieration that couid damage the exhaust 
system. Making the smog pump non-func- 
tionai wiii not affect the driveabiiity of the vehi- 
cie, and once the smog pump has been de- 
veined no one wiii be abie to teii that the pump 
has been turned into a non-functionai unit. 

Remember, smog pump systems were 
designed to introduce ciean air to the engine 
exhaust to heip unburned hydrocarbons to 
continue to be burned as they travei down into 
the exhaust system and uitimateiy out the taii- 
pipe. So by de-veining your smog pump you 
are aitering the originai emissions controi sys- 
tems, and none of us want to cause more 
giobai warming. So you wiii need to make a 
decision to de-vein or rebuiid, the process is 


simiiar no matter which method you choose. 

1) Remove the four boits and push the two 
retainer pins from the back cover. Use two 
biocks of wood to sit the pump on so the 
piastic fan wiii not be damaged. 

2) Separate the rear cover from the cyiin- 
der housing. You may need to pry the two

assemblies apart; two or more chisels or 
screwdrivers can be used for this process if 
necessary. After the assemblies have been 
separated take note of the fan blades inside 
the cylinder housing. 

3) If you are de-veining the pump, use a 
hammer and a large chisel to break apart the 
fan blades and components located in the cyl- 
inder housing. Inspect to confirm that all of 
the small pieces have been removed from the 
cylinder housing; some small pieces may be 
imbedded in the cylinder slots. 

4) If you are rebuilding the pump and replac- 
ing the fan blades - the rear bearing and race 
will need to be removed. Skip to step #6. 

5) If the pump was spinning freely before 
disassembly, clean the aluminum housing, and 
grease the rear bearing. If the pump was not 
spinning freely before disassembly, one or two 


of the bearings will need to be pressed out 
and replaced. 

6) The rear bearings can be removed using 
a small slide hammer. The rear bearing is 
pressed in. If the bearing and race does not 
come out easily, some heat may be needed to 
aid in removal. With the retainer out of the way 
the vanes can easily be removed or replaced. 

7) If you need to remove the front bearing; 
that can be somewhat tricky. First, you must 
pull the front pulley off and then a press will 
be needed to push the shaft out of the hous- 
ing, which is part of the drum assembly for the 
pump that houses the fan blades. 

Once removed, look for two small nubs that 
are located at the 2 and 8 o’clock positions 
on the front of the housing. This is where the 
factory-injected plastic was used to hold the 
bearing in place. 
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To remove the bearing from the housing, 
the bearing will need to be cut away. To cut 
the front bearing out, using a Dremel tool, 
work from the inside of the bearing towards 
the outside of the bearing and slowly whittle 
away at it until you get to the aluminum hous- 
ing. The remaining pieces of the old front bear- 
ing can then be picked out of the aluminum 
housing. Clean the housing and press a new 
front bearing into place using epoxy to reat- 
tach the bearing to the pump housing. After 
the epoxy dries, peen the edges of the front 
bearing into the aluminum housing so the front 
bearing will not move or try and rotate while 
the pump is running. 

I have seen some mechanics try and melt 
the plastic out using a butane torch. I do not 
recommend this method because the plas- 
tic can pop violently and burn you or cause 
the housing to warp or crack. If you do not 
feel conformable with this operation I recom- 
mend taking this to a machine shop to have 
the bearing removed. 

Most of the front bearings used in these 
pumps were made by New Departure, which 
was owned by GM, and is now out of busi- 
ness. National Bearing offers part num- 
ber NTN-6203LLBC3/EM that will work as a 
replacement front bearing for the majority of 
GM smog pumps. You will find some of these 
front bearings are identical to the alternator 
front bearing, except for the grease shields. 

8) Reassemble the unit. 

PLUGGING THE EXHAUST IF 
DE-VEINING A SMOG PUMP 

If you are de-veining the smog pump, the 
exhaust ports will need to be plugged. I have 
seen several ways to perform this process. I 
have worked on vehicles where stainless steel 
screws were dropped in the exhaust mani- 
fold holes, which is something I do not rec- 
ommend. I have also seen the air distribu- 
tion manifolds plugged up, which is a fast and 
simple method that will not damage or cause 
modification to an expensive component such 
as the exhaust manifold. That should keep 
you busy until next month when we will take 
a look how to diagnose problems and what 
repairs can be made to the C4 air pump. Also, 
what modifications would need to be made to 
bypass the air pump completely? vette

inundated with stories about just 
how awesome the 201 5 Chevro- 
let Corvette ZOO is in nearly every 
facet.

The Gen V LT4 is truly an impressive bul- 
let, using an impressive amount of technology 
to produce 650 horsepower and 650 Ib-ft of 
torque from a 6.2L pushrod V-8. And it does 
so within the very tight confines of the C7’s 
chassis, meeting stricter durability standards 
than ever before. The LT4 is a completely dif- 
ferent animal than the Pro Mod big-blocks with 
10-71 blowers sticking out of the hood that 
you picture when you hear the word “super- 
charger.” In fact, it is the polar opposite of that 
sort of old-school muscle. From its cylinder 
deactivation, direct injection, and variable valve 
timing to its slender, little intercooled super- 
charger, the LT4 is the picture of efficiency. 

Consider this fact: the LT4 makes more 
horsepower (and substantially more torque) 
with the same engine displacement and a 
smaller supercharger than the LS9. Sure, 
direct injection and variable valve timing play 
a big part in that, but the little 1 .7L Eaton TVS 
supercharger is quite the marvel. It uses the 
same 1 60-degree twist of the rotors as the 
ISO’s 2.3L, but with nearly a half-inch less 
length, diameter, and center distance. The 
drive ratio goes from 2.32 to 3.10:1 , which 
means it maxes out at 20,150 rpm rather than 
15,080. Yet it still manages to crank out nearly 
the same boost (9.4 vs. 9.7 psi), and with 
“10-percent greater heat rejection” accord- 
ing to CM. The obvious response to all of 
this technical jargon is that this thing sounds 
maxed out and any fool that tries to crank up 
the boost is wasting his or her time. 

Jeremy Formate is foolish like a fox. Show 
him a factory supercharged car, and he’ll show 
you how to make it faster. Following a simi- 
lar formula as his LSA and LS9 programs. For- 
mate started with a custom tune. As things 
progressed he added a modified AFE cold-air 
intake designed for the Stingray. He even built 
ducts to funnel in fresh atmosphere to cre- 
ate a “ram-air” effect. American Racing 1 7/8- 
inch headers with a 3-inch X-pipe were added 
to increase scavenging from the LT4 before the 
real R&D began. These common mods were 
enough to push the Z06 to 672 rwhp and 669 
Ib-ft of torque on Fasterproms’ chassis dyno. 

To combat the heat-soak inevitable with 
a positive displacement supercharger, Fast- 
erproms used a three-prong approach that 
would allow Jeremy to get more aggressive 
with the ignition timing. A 1 .5-gallon expan- 
sion tank increased the capacity of the air-to- 
water intercooler, thereby allowing it to dissi- 
pate heat more effectively. Thermal Reduc- 
tion Plates sit between the cylinder heads and 
the supercharger to limit the amount of heat 
transfer. Otherwise the supercharger case cre- 
ates higher intake air temperature, which will 
reduce the amount of timing it will tolerate. 
Jeremy says operating temperature went from 
1 40-1 90 degrees to 1 1 0-1 40, the worst of any 
vehicle tested thus far. Last but not least, the 
Z06 was converted to Flex Fuel to take advan- 
tage of E85’s cooling capacity and octane.

Though he was limited to just a 50 percent 
mix because of the stock fuel system’s limita- 
tions. In this trim Jeremy piloted the ZOO to an 
impressive 10.08 at 139 mph using a set of 
drag radials to cut a 1 .54 60-foot. 

While no shops had even come close to 
these times yet, Jeremy was hard at work 
on the next round. A 2.31 -inch supercharger 
pulley helped spin the blower to around 12 
psi, gaining 19 rwhp and 31 Ib-ft of torque 
(695/715 total). By porting the supercharger 
case, Fasterproms eliminated some of the 
restriction in the unit and gained an additional 
19 rwhp and 5 Ib-ft of torque while shifting 
the powerband and increasing boost. Cooler 
weather and a ported throttle body eventu- 
ally allowed the LT4 to exceed 14 psi. And on 
that fateful trip to Bradenton Motorsports Park, 
Formate piloted the C7 to a 9.87 at 138 mph. 
He later backed that up with a 9.89 at 1 41 
mph to prove it was no fluke. 

Shockingly, the only modifications besides 
the bolt-on improvements are the tires for race 
day only (M&H Racemaster 185/55-17 front, 
Hoosier 315/30-18 rear) mounted on Racestar 
front and C5 Z06 rear wheels. Even the drive- 



line is completely stock, save for the bellhous- 
ing, which has been modified for clutch ven- 
tilation. To celebrate, Jeremy did have Atlanta 
Custom Wraps cover the Artie White paint with 
satin white, and add some gloss black accents.

As if its impressive performance didn’t already 
separate it from the rest of the pack.

A FEW PARTS NET BIG GAINS IN OUR 
CHEVROLET PERFORMANCE LS5 CRATE ENGINE.

m Our starting point was a new Chevro- 
let Performance 376-cubic-inch C6.2L 
for the metric crowd) LS3 crate engine (PN 
19301326). At $6,200 it's a lot of bang for 
your buck and the perfect upgrade engine 
for your earlier model Corvette.

A The biggest problem with 
getting this new crate 
engine into a Corvette is that it 
shipped with a Camaro oil pan. We 
were able to order replacement 
parts and sell off the stock parts, 
so swapping to a C5/C6 Corvette 
oil pan only cost a couple hundred 
bucks. If you're transplanting into 
an older Corvette, then companies 
like Holley make oil pans to clear 
the various crossmembers. 


I f you want a fresh powerplant, noth- 
ing beats the ease and value of a new 
crate engine. But, since many of us 
always crave “just a bit more power,” 
it’s nice to know it’s only a few speed 
parts away. In this case, we started with 
a 430-horsepower Chevrolet Performance 
LS3 crate engine. Of course, 430 should be 
in quotes because it’s conservative, very con- 
servative. Part of this is because Chevrolet 
dynos to a different correction factor than the 
rest of the aftermarket world. So, right off the 
bat our dyno numbers are higher. Add in that 
they dyno through factory exhaust manifolds 
and the real-world power numbers are always 
higher than the advertised ones. But hey, 
under-promise and over-deliver always leads to 
happy customers. 
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still, as good as the power output is, it is 
easy to extract more performance out of the 
LS3. One key area is the camshaft. The one 
provided by Chevrolet is on the conservative 
side at 204/21 1 -degrees duration at 0.050 and 
0.551 /0.522-inch lift. Those specs are great if 
you’re concerned about silky smooth idle and 
emission requirements, but if your Corvette 
isn’t worried about those things then a more 
aggressive camshaft can really wake up the 
already potent LS3. To find out just how much 
power is waiting to be unleashed we decided 
to baseline the crate LS3 and then toss in a 
moderately aggressive camshaft. After all, it’s 
a modification that’s relatively easy to do and 
it doesn’t require pulling the heads or cracking 
open the short-block. So, follow along as we 
attempt to squeeze a few more horses out of 
an LS3 crate engine, vette 



9 One of our favorite shops for 
%#0 niche products is Improved Rac- 
ing. In this case they had a complete oil 
pan swap kit that included a C6 oil pan, 
gasket, hardware, racing oil pan baf- 
fle, crank scraper, dipstick tube, dip- 
stick, pickup tube, and oil filter bypass. 
In other words, the kit CRN EGM-464, 
$665) comes with everything you need 
to swap from whatever pan you have 
to one suitable for your C5 or C6 Vette. 
The included crank scraper replaced the 
windage tray (in this application) and 
helps reduce oil starvation by draining 
more oil to the bottom of the sump. As 
the name implies, it “scrapes" oil off of 
the crank, reducing parasitic drag, and 
can net an extra 2-5 horsepower. This 
one works with a factory (3.622-inch 
stroke) crank, but they just came out 
with a stroker version. 



The key player in the kit was this badass bolt-in oil pan 
baffle. LS engines are prone to oil starvation at high g's. 
The main culprit is the GM oil pan baffling, or more accurately the 
lack of baffles. Improved's system adds track-tested directional 
trap doors and offers improved drainback and oil control over the 
stock baffle. According to Improved Racing, it's sufficient to pre- 
vent oil pressure drops at up to 1.4 sustained lateral g's. 



And here she is with the new C6 oil pan in place. With this 
done it was time to hit the SuperFlow 902 dyno over at 
Westech Performance. 




We wanted to dyno the LS3 with a set of C5 headers 
from JBA Performance, but as you can see they fit a 
Corvette, but not a dyno. Hey, that's better than the other way 
around!

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klahoma City’s native son, Dave 
Barnett, began diggin’ old cars 
at age 12 way back in 1960. In 
short order, he laid claim to a 
plethora of pre-war vintage iron. 
He then began to work his way 
through a throng of popular Chevys, including 
a ’55 Bel Air, ’68 Chevelle SS 396, ’02 Cor- 
vette, and ’07 Corvette. With historic Okla- 
homa City Drag Strip nearby, he and son 
Brian did dragstrip battle smartly. First in a 
Chevy-powered dragster then a Pro Mod ’68 
Camaro. Presently, they campaign a colorful, 
orange Pro Mod ’13 Camaro. 


In 1982, this 1959 Corvette was unloved, 
apart, and forlorn. Most of us who grew up 
when 283 fuelie Vettes ruled always wanted 
one, Barnett included. When he saw the 
’59 he didn’t think twice. He gladly paid the 
asking price— all the while making plans 
for a frame-off restoration. It took him three 
solid years, but in late 1 985 the ’59 was full 
boogied (back together and running) and 
once again back on the road. For the next 
four years Dave Barnett enjoyed his ’59 to 
the fullest. His boyhood days had come full 
circle and he finally had his Cl fuelie. 

By 1992 the gem had won First-place at 


several Super Chevy shows. Topping it off 
was a feature story in the December 1992 
issue of sister publication. Super Chevy. Then 
more years went by. Life was good but you 
know, times change and a person’s wants 
and likes often change. Barnett got the itch 
to build his glorious ’59 into a super trick 
restomod. 

His plan was to store away the original 
’59 frame and chassis in-favor of something 
strictly 21st century. Enter Art Morrison 
Enterprises’ (AME) complete 1953-’62 
GT Sport bolt-on, rolling chassis. With a 
big enough tire it will pull over 1 g on the

skidpad. Installation was easy: unbolt the 
body from the original frame, roll the original 
frame away, roll the AME GT Sport chassis 
underneath the body, and bolt the body 
up— using all the original factory holes and 
brackets. 

A number of different brake setups are 
offered for the AME GT Sport chassis. For 
his ’59, Barnett chose Wilwood disc brakes 
and spindles up front with matching stoppers 
aft. The independent front suspension (IFS) 
and rear triangulated four-bar suspension all 
feature Strange Engineering double-adjustable 
shock absorbers. Finishing things off is an 
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OH SO FINE W 






AME power rack-and-pinion steering plus an 
adjustable rear antisway bar. For the record, 
AME’s chassis won major plaudits at the 
annual SEMA show competition a decade ago. 
AME calls its GT Sport chassis “a quantum 
improvement over stock.” 

Barnett’s new 355-cid small-block 
powerplant was expertly blueprinted at Jerry’s 
Machine in El Reno, Oklahoma. Dave’s son 
Brian performed the engine assembly. It 
features a custom-ground solid lifter camshaft, 
high-flow Edelbrock Performer heads, a 
chromed and polished 1 962 Rochester 
fuel-injection system (from Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania’s George Scheffler), electronic 
ignition (inside the original fuel-injection 
distributor), 8mm spark plug wires. Comp 
Cams 1 .6:1 roller rocker arms, and a Holley 
electric fuel pump and fuel pressure regulator. 
The Cl ’s exhaust system is comprised of AME 
tubular headers, 2.5-inch diameter exhaust 
pipes, and MagnaFlow high-flow mufflers. 

A blowup-proof Hays clutch assembly 
sends the torque and horsepower to a Tremec 
TKO 500 five-speed transmission. Shifts are 
made via a Hurst Competition/Plus shifter. The 
TKO 500 features a large 1 1 /8-inch, 26-spline 
input shaft. Barnett’s ’59 originally had a four- 
speed with a 2.20:1 First gear ratio with a 
4.56:1 rearend gear ratio. That’s a combined 
numerical ratio of 10.03. The TKO 500’s First 
gear ratio is 3.27:1 . Combine that with a new 
3.55:1 rear gear ratio and you get a final ratio 
of 1 1 .61 . Suffice it to say. First gear is an

animal! When cruising in the 0.68:1 Fifth 
gear, those 3.55:1s turn into a 2.41 :1 ratio. 
That’s a 30-plus percent drop in engine rpm 
for an increase in fuel economy. Barnett 
indeed has the best of four worlds: handling, 
braking, performance, and fuel economy. 

In the coveted looks department, Barnett 
chose the talented Harold Clay at Harold’s 
Hot Rods in Enid, Oklahoma, to prep the 
body then apply his custom shade of 
DuPont blue paint. The super slick interior 
and superb trunk redo are the handiwork of 
Broken Arrow, Oklahoma’s Chuck Rowland. 
He also shelved the original ’59 gauges and 
tachometer in favor of awesome looking 
dials from Classic Instruments. Installing all- 
new wiring front to rear was the unbelievable 
handiwork of Noble, Oklahoma’s Wayne 
Cronister. Schott 1 8- and 20-inch 
wheels finish off the ’59 with BFGoodrich 
235/40R18S in front and 245/45R20s aft. 

A few days before our visit to Barnett 
Paving Company in Oklahoma City, Dave 
hit the tarmac (no pun intended) and 
recorded a quick 41 miles. Knowing his 
’59 was a Barnett family “keeper,” the 
transformation from award-winning stock 
fuelie to superb restomod was a no-brainer. 
All who have seen the ’59 recently stare 
at it in awe, saying “oh”... while searching 
for superlatives (or perhaps expletives) to 
describe it. Others have uttered, “So Fine!” 
Hence we wrote: “Oh So Fine ’59.” vette 
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This 1969 T-top factory L88 was cam 
paigned by John Greenwood's'race 
team. It was one of three used on. 
the 1972-'73 BFGoodrich team. It 
was exceptionally powerful, but the 
street tires it used dramatically ham- 
pered its performance.

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AMELIA ISLAND CONCOURS 
DELEGANCE HONORS L88 
CORVEUERAOEOARS

T he Amelia Island Concours 

d’ Elegance celebrated its 20th 
anniversary over the March 
12-15, 2015 weekend. His- 
toric street and racing Corvettes 
have always been included at 
each of these shows, and this year was 
no exception. The Concours paid hom- 
age to Corvette race cars fitted with the 
amazing L88 engine. This powerhouse 
was introduced into Corvette production in 
1 967 and ended in 1 969. When a Corvette 
was equipped with this special big-block, 
it was among the fastest and rarest fac- 
tory production cars ever built. It was fac- 
tory rated at 430 horsepower, but it typi- 
cally produced around 560 hp. Only 216 
were delivered, but those that were raced 
left a legend of speed and endurance all 
over the world. 

Corvette enthusiasts were caught by 
surprise when Chevrolet released the L88 
RPC (Regular Production Option) engine 
for an additional $947.90 in 1967. Chev- 
rolet press releases were clear on the 
engine’s purpose, “the L88 is designed 
only as an engine for use by qualified com- 
petitive racing groups.” On the rare occa- 
sion when one comes up for sale, only the 
five original 1962 Corvette Grand Sports 
command a higher asking price. Prices 
of original L88-equipped Corvettes con- 
tinue to climb each year, including fac- 
tory L88s with a successful racing his- 
tory. At the 2015 Amelia Island Concours 
d’ Elegance, eight of these L88-powered 
Corvettes were displayed among 304 other 
historic street and racing cars. Two were 
original factory L88 Corvettes that were 
campaigned by the DX Lube racing team 
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Amelia's chairman and founder Bill Warner 
(right) speaks with Brett Henderson, owner 
of Blue Flame Restorations, about the replica 
Corvette Corvair he has on display. Bill is 
always visible throughout the entire event. 


in Tulsa, Oklahoma. The first of these DX 
Corvettes was a 1 967 L88 coupe that won 
the GT class at Sebring (1 967) and Daytona 
(1968). The second was an L88 convertible 
that won the GT class at the 1 968 1 2 Hours 
of Sebring. 

A testimony as to how fast and durable 
these production Corvettes were was dem- 
onstrated by two cars owned by a private, 
non-sponsored team out of Tampa, Flor- 
ida. The first was a 1 969 factory L88 that 
Or Costanzo purchased new in January 
1969. This car won the 1971 IMSA (Interna- 
tional Motorsports Association) champion- 
ship (over 5-liter). In 1971 , it finished Sixth 
overall and Second in GT at the 24 Hours of 
Daytona and Sixth overall and Second in GT 
at the 6 Hours of Watkins Glen. In 1972, it 
won the GT class at Daytona and Sebring, 
where it finished Fourth overall. The team’s 
second Corvette (a 1 968 model) was built 
from parts and was the first Corvette to fin- 
ish Le Mans (15th in 1972) in 12 years. This 
car also finished Third overall at the 1973 24 
Hours of Daytona. This was an amazing per- 
formance for a privately funded race team. 
Each of the other L88- powered Corvettes on 
display at Amelia had significant racing histo- 
ries, as well. Cn Saturday afternoon, all of the 
L88s were driven onto the Amelia Ritz Carl- 
ton Golf Club fairway to take their places for 
the Sunday show. The noise from these open 
exhaust big-blocks was deafening. They 
could be heard throughout the resort and 
everyone knew the L88s had arrived! 

The Concours d’ Elegance takes place 
near Jacksonville, Florida, and it’s a chari- 
table event. Writer/photographer Bill War- 
ner founded Amelia in 1995 and he contin- 
ues to serve as the chairman. Last year, over 
$2.5 million was distributed to north Flor- 
ida area charities. The Amelia weekend was 
packed with panel discussions, artwork, 
models, books, and free exotic car driving 
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The show field opened at 9:30 a.m. 
under sunny skies and was quickly 
packed with spectators. 


Corvette No. 8 was a factory new 1967 
L88 coupe (one of 20) and driven to a GT 
victory at the 1967 12 Hours of Sebring. 
Don Yenko and Dave Morgan finished 
10th overall and First in GT. It also won 
GT and finished 10th overall at the 1968

demonstrations. On Saturday morning, a Cars 
and Coffee event kicked off the weekend, a 
popular event for owners and spectators. RM 
Auctions held a one-day event on Saturday 
for an exclusive number of rare cars, includ- 
ing Corvettes. Three were offered and three 
sold, the first was a restored 1953 Corvette, 
the 274th produced. It sold for $275,000. An 
unrestored 1954 Corvette with 42,534 miles 
on its clock sold for $93,500. The third Cor- 
vette that changed owners was a restored 
Mosport Green 1 966 Sting Ray 327/300 con- 
vertible that sold for $82,500. 

Amelia’s main event was held on Sun- 
day, and each year the car count contin- 
ues to grow. Gate admission to view the cars 
was a $100 donation per person. The fairway 
was packed with visitors all day. The legend- 
ary Sir Stirling Moss was the Grand Marshal 
this year. Mercedes-Benz provided Sir Stirling 
with a 1955 M-B 300 SLR race car to drive 
for the opening ceremonies, the same car he 
used to win the 1955 Mille Miglia endurance 
race. Amelia was a perfect event to pay hom- 
age to these legendary L88 race cars. Based 
on the attention these Corvettes received, they 
were obviously a crowd favorite. Next year’s 
Concours is scheduled for March 11-13, 2016. 
Hotels fill up early, so if you are planning a visit, 
make your reservations soon.

EFFECTIVE POWER DISTRIBUTION AND 
USE OF RELAYS ON OUR 1972 PROJECT

W e’ve spent the last cou- 
ple of months wiring Scar- 
lett, our project 1 972 Vette 
coupe, as we’ve worked 
to integrate the new fac- 
tory harnesses from Zip 
with the FAST wiring harness for the XFI com- 
puter. In addition to routing the factory har- 
nesses, we’ve corralled the extra engine wir- 
ing into a single, firewall -mo unted circular con- 
nector and made the dash easy to service by 
combining the gauge wiring into a few small 
Molex connectors. While we’ve been focused 
mostly on the EFI wiring, we’ll also be adding 
other accessories that will require power, and 
we didn’t want to get it just by tapping into 
factory wires. 

After adjourning to Waytek Wiring, our favor- 
ite source for OEM-grade electrical compo- 
nents, we ordered a busbar, a few fused distri- 
bution blocks, and weather-sealed Flella relays. 
Before we get into deep water, though, a few 
words on electrical theory are in order— please 
don’t stop reading, it’s not that painful. Elec- 
tricity is like water: it has to go somewhere and 
it has to come back. “Going” is called positive, 
coming back is called ground. Electricity is 
generally measured in volts (following the water 
analogy, think “pressure”) and amps (think vol- 
ume). The voltage is standardized in most cars 
at 1 2 volts, but the number of amps varies 
based on what the electricity is operating. 

Even if more amps are available than a 
component needs, it will only use (“draw”) the 
current that’s necessary. If something fails, 
however, and the component draws more cur- 
rent than needed, the added amps can dam- 
age it. Fusing the current before it gets to a 
component gives the electricity something to 
break before it damages something expen- 
sive or causes a fire, so it’s wise to use appro- 
priate fuses (which are rated in amps) before 
the electricity gets to anything it’s liable to 
damage. 

In our case, we needed two types of power: 
1 2 volts that’s constantly on and 1 2-volt 
switched power that only comes on with the 


m Three of the major components we 
used in providing for our additional 
power needs: a fused distribution block 
with one input and 10 outputs, a Hella 
weather-sealed relay, and a stud for a 
common ground. While the Hella is a five- 
pin relay, for this application we typically 
only used four of the contacts. 


Part of what we started with, 
this add-on harness inside the 
car powers the fuel pump and the fans. 
Note the relays and in-line fuse holders. 
While there's nothing wrong with either, 
we wanted to consolidate both our relays 
and fuses into as few places as possible 
to make the car easy to service. We also 
wanted to keep as much power outside of 
the passenger compartment as possible. 
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car. We started by running the power to a 
fused distribution block inside the passen- 
ger-side fender vent, then through the fire- 
wall using a Delphi HES connector. Although 
the HES connector can take wires as large as 
1 0-gauge, each pin is only rated at a max of 
60 amps, so we put a fuse in place before the 
power gets to the connector to avoid cook- 
ing the connector. Once inside the car, we ran 
two heavy 1 0-gauge wires (one 1 2V constant, 
one switched) to a pair of fused distribution 
blocks where each individual accessory will be 
plugged in and a matching fuse installed. Each 
block is rated to a total of 1 00 amps, but since 
our connector can only take 60 amps per pin, 
we added up the different electrical loads to 
make sure we stayed well within that number. 

We also ran a 1 0-gauge ground wire from 
a large stud in the fenderwell to a common 
ground (the busbar) that has several threaded 
studs on it. The stud in the fenderwell will be 
grounded to the engine, and we’ll run a sec- 
ond heavy ground wire from the busbar to the 
battery once it’s installed. 

Under the hood, we used relays to avoid 
running an unnecessary amount of power 
through our wiring. A relay is basically a switch 
with four wires: a heavy amperage input wire, 
a similar output wire, and a trigger wire along 
with its ground. When the trigger wire is ener- 
gized (generally by flipping a switch) the relay 
“turns on,” allowing the amperage coming into 
it to flow out the output wire. This keeps you 
from having to run the max power needed 
through the switch itself. Instead of bring- 
ing a heavy current load into the car, through 
a switch behind the dash and back out of the 
car, a single wire from the switch on the dash 
can go to the engine compartment, where 
a relay is placed close to the power source, 
such as an alternator, vette 



The Hella 
relay uses 
crimp-on terminals 
that are sized by 
the gauge of wire 
used.

M Once the terminals are seated 
in place, the wire dress can be 
pressed up into its receptacle in the 
connector. Since this is a five-pin relay 
and we're only using four, we used a 
plastic plug to seal the unused hole in 
the wire dress. The fifth pin serves as 
an output for power when the relay is 
turned off, rather than on, a feature we'll 
use later, but not here. 



^ Label everything as you go— it'll 
w save hours of tedious multimeter 
work later as you try to figure out what 
powers what. While there are other things 
to be powered, we started with the fans 
and 12V switched power. 



Since Scarlett is mercifully equipped with a removable 
fender vent— another reason to love the 1970-'72 Sharks— 
we mounted the relays in a row to the rear of the inner fender, up 
where they'll have some protection from the weather but still be 
easy to reach. 


The distribution block and common ground stud loosely 
screwed into place. The large stud will be connected to the 
engine block by a heavy 8-gauge wire and will serve as a common 
ground for the relays mounted above it, as well as for the ground 
wire going into the car.

C2 Numbers-matching guys, 
look away. We had to get 
the power through the firewall 
somewhere, so we cut a hole in 
the firewall just under where the 
factory A/C was previously located. 
While the engine connector has 47 
pins, most of which are sized for 
18-gauge wire, this one has 19 pins, 

6 of which will accept wires up to 
10-gauge, which gives us a good 
way to get heavy amperage through 
the firewall and to where we need it.

Since 
there are no fuses and the breaker will 
reset itself, there's no need to have 
ready access to it. 



^ ^ As with the EFI wiring, we zip-tied 
I I all of the wiring going through the 
firewall via the HES plug into a sin- 
gle, snake-like bundle. For final assem- 
bly, we'll separate the heavy 10-gauge 
wires from the smaller ones to reduce 
the chances of the heavy current 
affecting the signals transmitted by 
the smaller wires.

I a Shark, so we looked to the 
parking brake housing area to mount 
the distribution blocks. While this 
steel reinforcement goes under the 
plastic housing, we'll be cutting and 
re-welding it to make clearance for 
our distribution blocks.

I O screwed into place. This puts all 
of our power in one place, as well as 
all of our fuses, so when something 
stops working, or if we need power for 
a new accessory, it's all in one place, 
and it's relatively easy to access. The 
blocks have 10 fused outputs each 
and use the smaller mini blade-type 
fuses. We even splurged for the ones 
that light up when they blow. Note 
that even the covers are marked for 
how many amps each fuse should 
be, and that they're color-coded to 
avoid putting the wrong cover on the 
wrong block.

You can never 
have enough grounds. 
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et’s face it, 1975 was not exactly 
a golden year for the Corvette. In 
fact, the base model was ranked by 
Edmunds.com as one of the worst 
Corvette models of all time. Thank- 
fully, the L82 engine option was avail- 
able to take the anemic 350-cid V-8 to 205 hp 
with the help of a healthier camshaft and 9.0:1 
compression. 

Only about 2,372 L82 Corvettes were built 


for 1975. In total that year, Chevrolet built 
38,465 Corvettes. For point of reference, that’s 
about three times as many as the 2013 model 
run. And about the same percentage of the 
’13 models were made up of Z06s and ZRIs 
as the L82 in 1975. Of course, once you start 
drilling down into the option codes of Tim Dev- 
lin’s ’75, such as the M21 close-ratio Mun- 
cie four-speed manual or the Saddle interior, 
it becomes even more rare. But power and 


production numbers are not what make this 
’75 worth a second look. 

This unrestored Classic White cherry took 
second flight at an NCRS event because it 
sports just 25,600 miles. It’s barely broken- 
in ... 40 years after it was first sold! Full docu- 
mentation proves the authenticity of the mile- 
age, which is what made the ’75 too good a 
deal to pass up for Devlin. 

“I first came into contact with this car when 
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its owner brought it to my shop (Devlin Rod & 
Customs) to inquire about some work. That 
owner later sold the car to one of my long- 
time customers. When that customer brought 
it to my shop to have the A/C serviced I 
remarked that if he ever wanted to sell the 
car to let me know. Two years ago he called. 

I told him the timing wasn’t right and I would 
have to pass, but if he couldn’t sell it call me 
back. He did call back and said it must go 



because he had bought something else.” 

Of course, some two years later, the hot rod 
builder never thought he’d still own the stock 
’75. “I had intentions to flip it, but I fell in love 
with it. I tease my wife that our two-year-old 
son will drive this for his first car. I’ve always 
liked this series of Corvettes. They were still on 
the street when I was a kid. One of the execs 
at my dad’s company always had one. I had 
a teacher in grade school with one. They are 
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nice driving cars. Much more technologically 
advanced than the C1 and C2. And it only has 
25,000 miles! It’s a brand-new car. How often 
do you run across a car that old with that kind 
of mileage?” 

Truthfully, Tim has barely even driven it, 
wanting to keep that mileage low, but he 
was able to conjure a few details on the ’75’s 
options. The Classic White exterior was paired 
with the Medium Saddle leather interior with 


leather seat covers, “special cut-pile” carpet- 
ing carried over onto the lower part of the 
door trim panels, which was also accented 
with simulated wood-grain that was carried 
over onto the console. Proving this was fully 
optioned, Devlin’s ’75 has the high-end U58 
AM/FM radio with the 30-inch fixed antenna 
to go with the power windows, power steer- 
ing, power brakes, air conditioning, and tilt- 
telescope steering column. The rear defroster 


appears to be the only option not checked off. 
This seems to be an odd choice since K&L 
Chevrolet-Olds in Renovo, Pennsylvania, origi- 
nally sold the car. If only we were able to retell 
this car’s entire history, prior to arriving in Tim 
Devlin’s collection in Wichita, Kansas. 

Just by looking at the immaculate paint 
and interior on this ’75 we can tell, though, 
that from the time it left the St. Louis assem- 
bly plant it lead a pampered life. It never went

CUSTOM EFI TUNING YIELDS SOLID GAINS WITH THE C7Z06.

B y the sixth-generation Corvette, 
the GM engineers weren’t leaving 
much on the table with the factory 
EFI calibration. There were some 
gains to be had in terms of street 
manners, but not much to speak 
of on the top end. That all changed, though, 
when Chevrolet went to unleash the 201 5 Cor- 
vette ZOO on the world. It was well known that 
the 650-horsepower animal was given a con- 
servative tune to meet strict emissions stan- 
dards and hold up for the duration of the 
1 00,000-mile warranty. You can hardly blame 
them for either, but at the same time - we 
want more power (ami right)! 

Those in the know are aware that this is a 
simple problem for the likes of Howard Tanner 
at Redline Motorsports. The Pompano Beach, 
Florida-based shop tunes everything from the 
1 ,500hp twin-turbo CO ZOO shop car to stock 
C5s. When a customer’s 201 5 Corvette ZOO 
was dropped off for a few standard bolt-on 
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upgrades, we decided to take a little detour by 
tickling the keyboard after the baseline dyne 
pulls. Tanner uses several different tuning pro- 
grams, however, on this particular outing he 
choose HP Tuners’ laptop-based software to 
interface with the Z06’s computer, just like on 
his 10-second ’14 Stingray. See what it takes 
to add over 30 rwhp and plenty of torque 
under the curve on a 201 5 Corvette ZOO with- 
out even touching a screwdriver, vette 


m Redline Motorsports began by strap- 
ping this bone-stock 2015 Corvette 
Z06 down to its in-house DYNOmite chas- 
sis dyno. This particular dyno is load-bear- 
ing, which best simulates the load that the 
engine will see from driving on the road. 

In theory, this would allow the tune to be 
more precise and negate much of (if not 
all) street tuning. 





Howard Tanner looks over the stock tune file in the soft- 
\#0 ware after pulling 581 hp. He noted that the '15 Corvette 
Z06 was difficult to get a consistent baseline. When we asked if 
it was heat-soak from the supercharger. Tanner said the Intake Air 
Temperature CIAT) didn't seem to indicate that it was the cause. 



Tanner used the HP Tuners data logging feature to 
keep an eye on vitals such as the air/fuel, spark 
advance. Mass Air Flow, and Knock Retard. Spark and fuel 
changes were not unlike any C6 or C7, except that the factory 
tune left the tailpipes dripping with a 9.5-10.0:1 air/fuel ratio. 


One of the biggest differences. Tanner says, with C7 tuning 
is the more advanced variable valve timing. “The camshafts 
are installed 'advanced' and the cam phaser is commanded by the 
ECM to retard the timing as dictated in the WOT tables for cam tim- 
ing. However, as cam timing is changed, so is spark timing as the 
VE (volumetric efficiency) is also changing. The trick comes from 
making a cam timing change and not getting a huge timing swing 
as the ECM believes the VE has changed."

Power would come from adding 
%# O spark through the entire curve 
(except over 5,500 rpm), disabling the 
Cat Over Temp (COT) Protection, and 
adjusting the fueling to hit 11.5-12.2:1. If 
you plan on road racing your C7 Z06, 
then leaving the COT enabled is recom- 
mended to preserve the catalytic con- 
verters during long periods of wide- 
open throttle. For stoplight racers, it 
is just a hindrance by making the Z06 
pig-rich. There are a few other tables 
Tanner goes over, such Knock Recov- 
ery, that help ensure you are getting 
all 650 hp when you want it (though 
not necessarily affecting the peak hp). 



With the custom tune, peak 
# horsepower reached 612, but it 
was even more impressive how much 
further the torque curve carried. The 
Z06 picked up power throughout the 
rpm range and boasts a new peak of 
598.8 Ib-ft of torque. Now it is time to 
play with some bolt-ons!

PAUL COMEAU'S SOUR BUSINESS 
DEAL TURNED INTO ONE SWEET RIDE

of 30 years asked him to build a 1963 Grand 
Sport replica. “He told me he was getting this 
big inheritance.” Paul explains. “I asked him 
if he wanted to go in with half the money for 
this kit and he told me that he was getting his 
money pretty soon." 

After some time invested in research- 
ing what was available, one was located on 


H ow often have we heard about car 
deals full of good intentions that 
turn bad? The days when a hand- 
shake was as good as any signed 
piece of paper seems to be a thing 
of the past. Sadly, in the world we live in. put- 
ting pen to paper when doing business is the 
only way to go. even when it is a relatbnship 
that has matured over many years. That was 
the hard lesson learned by Paul Comeau, the

eBay. It was a roller with a well-sorted D&D full 
tube chassis and a ’63 Corvette Grand Sport 
replica body built by Pigeon Performance in 
Canada. It was an unfinished project that the 
owner had lost interest in so Paul went ahead 
and bought the car. After getting the Corvette 
into his shop, his friend’s excuses began to 
pile up when payment was mentioned. This 
continued to the point where Paul gave up and 
decided to build the car for himself as a rolling 
business card for his shop. 

With no interest in building a track ready car, 
he opted for something with civility, reliability, 
and a plethora of creature comforts. The first 
step in that direction was picking the right pro- 
pulsion for the car. Since he was after reliability 
with decent performance, an LS376 480 crate 
engine from Chevrolet Performance was a no- 
brainer. It offered bulletproof dependability with 


a comprehensive warranty. Paul describes it 
best as “plug-and-play.” 

The 6.2L mill was backed by a Tremec 
TR6060 six-speed that he pulled from a 201 0 
Camaro. At the rear, a Dana 44 stuffed with 
3.55:1 gears was the choice to distribute the 


power. When it came time to expel the spent 
fumes, Paul got a little creative and added 
a set of LS7 manifolds that mate to a 2008 
Dodge Viper exhaust system. He also installed 
a set of electric valves that allow him to run 
the exhaust through the mufflers or the 4-inch 




open pipes for that extra rumble. 

The previous owner had invested a fair 
amount of money on the chassis. It was well 
on its way to completion, with many quality 
components installed. This saved Paul a huge 
amount of time and effort in tracking down the 


with Wilwood calipers at the front and C4 units 
at the back, all clamping down on Wilwood 
cross-drilled and slotted rotors. Also included 
in the purchase was a set of four American 
Racing Torq-Thrust II wheels. The fronts mea- 
sure 15x9 and are wrapped in BFGoodrich 
Radial T/A 235/60R15s. At the rear, BFGo- 
odrich Radial T/A 295/50R15s are mounted on 
1 5x1 0 wheels. It also has power steering and 
power brakes, just like any modern Corvette. 

While the chassis presented few problems, 
the body more than made up for it. As with 
any kit car, the finished product often depends 
on the amount of work invested, and the qual- 
ity of what you initially start out with. With this 
GS body, the biggest issue that he encoun- 
tered was the lack of an internal structure. This 
was evident when he test drove the car and 
the body violently flapped in the wind, which 


right parts for the build. At the front it came 
with C4 500-lb/in springs with QA1 coilovers, 
and at the rear C4 300-lb/in springs also with 
QA1 coilovers. This was an ideal compromise 
that offered exceptional road manners. The 
braking hardware installed was also top-shelf.

allowed for wind leaks to come into the 
cockpit. Since the plan was to have a civi- 
lized interior, making the body stiffer would 
solve the wind problem— that, of course, 
meant additional fabrication. It took him 
three months to design and build a com- 
plete 1 -inch chromoly tube frame that 
was then bonded to the body with multi- 
ple layers of fiberglass. He also installed a 
four-point rollbar to add some additional 
safety and structural rigidity. This fix elimi- 
nated the wind noise, but did little to shield 
all the other sounds coming through the 
thin fiberglass body. That issue was solved 
with the application of Dynamat to the inte- 
rior and spray-on truck bed liner on the 
underside. 

Since the original GSs were pure race 
cars, kit manufacturers have followed that 
path and created cars with few provi- 
sions that allow for any creature comforts. 
As with many of his previous projects, 

Paul has opted to source a few pieces 
from late-model Corvettes. For this build, 
he installed a pair of leather-wrapped C6 
seats, an ididit tilt steering column, and a 
full complement of Auto Meter gauges. A 
Pioneer 1 ,000-watt tuner with built-in DVD, 
Bluetooth, and satellite radio and navi- 
gation raises the driving enjoyment up a 
few notches. Adding power windows was 
another fabrication challenge for him. Since 
the kit doors didn’t come with provisions 
for any window mechanism, he took a 
pair of stock mid-year doors, removed the 
outer skins, and bonded the kit-supplied 
GS door skins to them. 

Aside from the structural integrity issues, 
the kit body was actually not too bad 
with fit and finish. Paul invested a decent 
amount of time fixing problems to the point 
it was ready for its first coat of primer. 

Since this was a billboard for his business, 
and the end result would only be as good 
as the prep work underneath, he spent 
extra time getting everything razor sharp 
and straight. After many weeks massag- 
ing the fiberglass body, he was ready to lay 
down some paint. He wanted the car to 
have a period correct look but didn’t want 
to be a slave to a GM color, so he applied 
the basecoat/clearcoat Deep Water Blue, 
a Dodge color. That shade, combined 
with white stripes, looks the part. The 
final touch was the addition of period cor- 
rect stickers, numbered roundels, and his 
shop’s name. 

With all the choices Paul made, you 
might ask. How good is this car? “I’ve put 
almost 6,000 miles on the Grand Sport,” 
he exclaims. “I drive it every day and I’ve 
even gone grocery shopping with it, and 
it’s bulletproof.” As business cards go, you 
couldn’t ask for a better way to highlight 
your talents, and with this car Paul has 
knocked it out of the park, vette

GEUIN0 THE “FLOW-DOWN” ON GM’S OONGEPTS 
‘^OR NEW STINGRAY PERFORMANGE PARTS. 


T he term “flow-down” refers to an engineering process 
described to us by GM’s Director of Performance Vari- 
ants, Parts & Motorsports Engineering Mark Dickens. 
That’s quite a title, but he’s involved with quite a bit 
in the refinement of Corvette performance. Basically, 
in keeping with those familiar phrases noted above, 
what it means is that the parts developed for the higher-cali- 
ber Z06 result in a form of trickle-down economics, so owners of 
base-model Corvettes can enhance them. Nothing’s cast in stone 
yet with the concepts shown at the 201 4 SEMA Show, but past 
programs have made concepts for performance parts available in 
relatively short order. 

For instance, Dickens points out that the Z/28 Camaro went 
through a similar process last year. Of those items displayed as

concept parts at the 201 3 SEMA Show, 90 percent are now 
available for purchase. “Based on our track record on the Z/28, 
we might expect to see something that quickly again,” he allows. 

What’s the motive behind this flow-down process? As good as 
the new Stingray is right out of the box, when it comes to Cor- 
vettes, there’s this relentless pursuit of excellence (as we high- 
lighted in the series on the C7’s development that we ran in 
VETTE a year or so ago). Nothing less than optimum will do 
when it comes to GM’s performance flagship. (After all, nobody 
remembers who came in Second place on the track.) 

To that end, key areas of the car— brakes, cooling, driveline, 
suspension, body components, and more— get additional atten- 
tion, with minute enhancements measured right down to grams, 
millimeters, and percentage points.

But Dickens is almost nonchalant about the 
effort involved. “We take the mystery out of 
speed,” he notes with the self-assurance typ- 
ical of experienced engineers. “It’s an inte- 
grated package, developed by the same team 
of people [who developed the car] with all the 
engineering resources at their disposal.” 

In other words, this team can employ GM’s 
massive computer power of CFD (computa- 
tional fluid dynamics), wind-tunnel testing, sim- 
ulations, and other track-testing technologies. 
Real-world, number-crunching science, not 
just vague intuition, comes to bear here. Not 
only that, “We save ourselves a thousand sets 
of tires by running simulations on a computer,” 
Dickens quips. 

Wind-tunnel testing in particular played a 
significant role in the Stingray’s development, 
in order to evaluate the aerodynamics and air- 
flow ducts. Computer analysis determined if 
each early design proposal hit the aero target. 
Commenting on this preliminary work studying 
the CFD, GM’s Exterior Design Manager Kirk 
Bennion points out that, “It’s a huge enabler, 
and there’s a big learning bandwidth.” 

Specifically, computer-generated, meshed 
models and digital “ribbons” visually dis- 
play the path of a single particle as it travels 
through and around the body. And this pow- 
erful analytic tool provides data on dozens of 
parameters, such as heat, velocity, and pres- 
sure coefficients, among many others, allowing 
for an unprecedented level of precision. 

So what’s the benefit for the end user? “We 
take the Z51 ride and handling traits and shift

the balance to handling,” Dickens adds.

For 2015, the 
cars and attendance was simply off 
the hook with nearly 723,000-square-feet of 
convention center floor space crammed with 
some of the most insane hot rods and Cor- 
vettes in the country. They expected nearly 
200,000 people to attend. Yeah, it’s a big deal. 

Besides all the Corvettes, there’s a host of 
other hardware to check out, from rat rods to 
the Ridler cars (this year’s winner is rumored to 
have cost in the neighborhood of $3,000,000 
to build!).

This '76 was designed and owned by Bill Mitchell, GM Vice Pres- 
ident of Design, and his wife Marian. Powered by an all-alumi- 
num LT-2 (454-inch, 465hp) that was installed by none other than 
Smokey Yunick, it certainly is a car filled with history. 



Ken Lingenfelter brought out a few cars from his vast collection, 
including this 1981 Greenwood Corvette GTO. Under the hood is 
a turbocharged L82 engine (450hp), and it only has 4,400 actual 
miles. This '81 is one of only two streetable GTOs ever built, and 
the only one that was built with a four-speed transmission. 



This 1990 Rick Mears Edition ZR-1 is a one-of-one deal and fea- 
tures a 32-valve overhead-cam LT5 engine. Yeah, by today's stan- 
dards the 375-horsepower doesn't sound like much, but it was good 
enough for 0-60 in 4.4 seconds and a top speed of over 184 mph. 



We loved this 1996 Guldstrand GS90 Nassau Roadster. They 
only made nine and they were powered by a 420hp 5.7L super- 
charged LT1. The body is handcrafted carbon fiber on a steel 
chassis and the MSRP, almost 20 years ago, was $85,000.

4 CORVETTE COLLECTOR WALKS INTO A BAR... 


^ . . .And comes out with a 1 957 Air 

Box fuelie? Yes, this did happen, 
but you can make up your own 
joke. I ran across a black ’57 Cor- 
vette (with number “57” in white roundels on 
the doors and hood) parked under a white tent 
at the Corvettes at Carlisle display. So, was this 
an old race car? 

Fortunately, the current owner, Frank Buck 
of Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, had also dis- 
played a large album full of pictures. Those 
pictures showed a black ’57 race car, look- 
ing just like this Vette. I was intrigued by the 
vintage photos of this car at Marlboro, Wat- 
kins Glen, and Cumberland. Buck’s album also 
showed the car on a lift circled with people. 
Truth is definitely stranger that fiction. Buck 
told me a story of Kevin Hussey walking into 
a bar in St. Petersburg, Florida, in 2003 and 
striking up a conversation with a man who 
owned a 1 957 Corvette. 

“They were talking Corvettes and shooting 
the bull and the guy happened to mention he 
had an old Corvette he’d like to restore some 
day.” At this time, Hussey did not know this 
Vette had a racing heritage. He just liked 1 957 
Corvettes. The owner, however, did know the 


Vette was raced back in the day. 

Buck pointed to a picture of the car, painted 
red, and parked in a driveway. “That’s when 
Hussey was picking the car up from the 
owner,” Buck said. Early the next year, at the 
annual NCRS show at “Old Town” in Orlando, 
Florida, Corvette enthusiasts were in for a 
pleasant surprise. Kevin Hussey and his two 
brothers (Sean and Kent), who bought the car 
from the man in the bar, brought the ’57 to the 
show for all to see. 

The back of one picture read, “26th Annual 
Florida Chapter, Winter Regional Meet, January 
22nd - 25th, 2004.” Supposedly, Chip Miller 
of Carlisle Production was present and he “cri- 
tiqued” the ’57. Miller died in March of 2004. 
Noland Adams was also there. Right away, 
attendees recognized this ’57 as a factory “Air 
Box” fuelie raced by Bob Mouat of Baltimore, 
Maryland. Buck said, “Mouat purchased the 
car in 1 957 and went racing right away with a 
full windshield and hardtop.” 

Initially, Mouat actually drove the car to 
races. Later, he modified and towed the ’57 
to races— and apparently many, many races, 
as evidenced by the photos in Buck’s large 
album. Buck, who has probably owned more

Air Box ’57 Corvettes (six total) than anybody, 
believes Mouat raced this car in more than 
100 races and had “probably 85 podiums.” 

(A “podium” is a finish of First, Second, or 
Third place.) 

Viewing the old pictures I came across a 
photo of the tachometer on the steering col- 
umn. Yes, that is the factory tach, part of the 
Air Box (option code 579E) package. Buck’s 
album also showed such Air Box features as 
“elephant ears” on the heavy-duty brakes and 
rear brake cooling ducts. Apparently, the car 
Hussey bought from his bar contact came 
with most of the original Air Box parts, plus the 
modified racing parts, such as the “hogged 
out fuel injection” done by famous race car 
driver Bill Thomas. 

“This car was a real humper,” Frank Buck 
said. And finding the original tach is insane. 

You never see that and this is the original fac- 
tory unit!” Mouat also modified the dash 
with extra gauges, which Peter Klutt at Leg- 
endary Motorcars in Canada retained in the 
restoration. 

Buck tried to buy the ’57 right after the 
car showed up at Old Town. People knew 
he was “into” Air Box fuelies. “A couple of 
friends called me and said ‘You are not going 
to believe this. A guy showed up here with an 
original Air Box race car that belonged to Bob 
Mouat. The Hussey brothers just bought it.’” 
Buck got Kevin Hussey’s phone number. How- 
ever, the car was not for sale. Not until after 
Legendary restored the car and Mecum tried 
to get the big bucks at a 2009 Mecum auc- 
tion in Houston did Buck get his chance to 
buy this ’57. 

Buck was very pleased with Legendary’s 
restoration. “They restored the car like it raced 
in 1963. It has the aluminum radiator, the cut 
panel windshield, the low rollbar, and an over- 
flow tank dated 1961 or 1962.” Restoring 
to factory Air Box would be foolish because 
Mouat put the car on the track immediately. 


Of course, Chevrolet built these cars for enthu- 
siasts to race. 

The ’57 is in the hands of a great collec- 
tor who paid a significant amount of money for 
the pride of ownership. However, if any one of 
us had just walked into a certain watering hole 
in St. Petersburg in the fall of 2003, we might 
have had one of the great Cl racing Vettes 
of all time. Hell, Mouat was Roger Penske’s 
SCCA racing instructor. They borrowed brake 
parts off this car in 1 958 to put on Penske’s 
1957 Corvette racer (not a factory Air Box), so 
he could qualify to get his SCCA license! vette 


With the car, Frank got a ton of 
vintage racing pictures from the late 
1950s and early 1960s. Looking at 
original racing photos from so many 
years ago is enough to give Corvette- 
lovers goosebumps. This car was 
really there and helped build the 
performance heritage of an icon.

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he late ’70s were indeed “strange 
dayz” for the Corvette. The Found- 
ing Fathers had all been put out 
to pasture. Harley Earl was long 
gone, Ed Cole made his exit in 
September 1 974, Duntov was 
gone from CM in January 1 975, 
and Bill Mitchell took “exit, stage left” in July 
1977. Without angels in the boardroom, what 
would become of the Corvette? 

Fortunately, the afterglow of the work of the 
Founding Fathers had tremendous momen- 
tum despite power cuts, weight increases, and 
a 100 percent price increase since 1967. The 
’77 Corvette set an all-time-high sales record 
of 49,213 units. When the ’78 Corvette was 
introduced on October 6, 1977, the press and 
public were surprised to see a very handsome 
facelift— the return of the fastback. While the 
1968-’77 Corvettes never got much heat for 
the lack of interior space, opening up the roof 
area behind the driver made living with a Cor- 
vette much easier. Not since the days of the 
midyear Sting Ray coupes did Corvette interi- 
ors have that “open” feel. 

Where did this new roof design come from? 
In 1973, Duntov created a hatchback proto- 
type based on a 1 968 coupe. The gas tank 
was moved forward and to the right, behind 
the seats. This provided a deep, accessible 
trunk space and eliminated the need to push 
the passenger seat forward and up in order to 
stuff items behind the seats. While the B-pillar 
was thicker and shaped differently, the shape 
and curve of the glass was spot-on for what 
went into production in the ’78. The prototype 
looked good, was never shown to the press, 
and was only known as “XP-Hatchback.” 
Unfortunately, the number-crunchers said, 

“Too much retooling.” Well, Duntov tried. For- 
tunately, the design looked great, so in 1976 
it was decided to revisit Duntov’s roof design, 
only cost-reduced without the hatch feature. A 



functioning hatch wouldn’t arrive until 1982 as 
part of the Collector Edition Corvette. 

Corvettes from 1974-’77 looked pretty 
much the same as engineers scrambled to 
keep up with emissions and safety require- 
ments. When the ’78 was released with its 
stunning new roof, Chevrolet splashed bill- 
boards across America and magazine ads 
with side-view photographs, showing off the 
new profile and the optional two-tone Silver 
Anniversary paint. The dark and bright silver 
paint scheme was supposed to be used for 
the Indy 500 Pace Car, but the black and sil- 
ver design won out. A two-tone paint option 
hadn’t been available since 1961 . The Sil- 
ver Anniversary paint cost only $399, and 
combined with the $340 optional aluminum 
wheels and the $218 60-series Goodyear 
tires, the ’78 Corvette looked young again. 

Under the skin, the ’78 Corvette was 
almost identical to the ’77 model, but with 
a few evolutionary improvements. Thanks to 
the new roof, the gas tank was enlarged to 
24 gallons, the biggest since the C2 “tanker” 
option days. The door panels and dash were 
mildly redesigned and several controls were 



relocated. Under the hood, the $525 L82 per- 
formance option picked up 1 0 horsepower to 
220 thanks to a new aluminum manifold and 
an improved cold-air-induction system. Unfor- 
tunately, weighing in at 3,572 pounds, it has 
the dubious honor of being the heaviest Cor- 
vette ever offered. All 1978 Corvettes wore 
the unique 25th Anniversary badge on the 
nose and gas cap. 

Surely, Chevrolet’s sales group was 
expecting a big sales bump because of the 
new profile, plus the patina of the 25th Anni- 
versary edition and the uniqueness of the 
first special edition Indy 500 Pace Car Rep- 
lica. Maybe it was the economy and the 
$704 price hike, or maybe fans needed 
some time to get used to the new roof, but 
’78 sales were down from ’77 by 8,939 units 
to 40,274. Not good if you’re a bean-coun- 
ter, but it was still the second-best sales 
year to date. However, the following year, 
with only tiny changes, ’79 Corvette sales 
jumped to a new all-time high of 53,807, 
despite the $869 price hike and a slight 
power bump on the base and L82 option. 

After all these years, the ’78 Corvette is still 
a handsome-looking car, especially with the 
Silver Anniversary paint and alloy wheels. Yes, 
it was heavy, but don’t hate the ’78, it wasn’t 
the best of times, vette
